The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


U.Se.EXPORPESALES 


U.S. Exports of Rice and Cotton for 1987/88 Below Previous Year. 
Year-end data from FAS's Export Sales Report show U.S. rice exports for the 
1987/88 marketing year (Aug/July) at 2.089 million tons, 16 percent below last 
year's total, although equal to the five-year average. Exports of upland 
cotton totaled 6.257 million running bales, 3 percent below last year, but 20 
percent above the five-year average. 


Export sales of corn, grain sorghum and soybeans for the 1987/88 
season continue at levels above last season while exports and outstanding 
sales of wheat for 1988/89 are slightly below the rate of the year earlier. 


The following table compares accumulated exports and outstanding 
sales for similar periods in the 1986/87 and the 1987/88 marketing years as 
reported under FAS's Export Sales Reporting Program. Data for 1986/87 are as 
of Aug. 6, 1987, while data for 1987/88 and 1988/89 are as of Aug. 4, 1988. 
Accumulated exports are commodities which have been sold and exported. 
Outstanding sales are commodities which have been sold but not yet exported. 
Data are measured in thousand units (metric tons/bales).

OILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


EUROPEAN COMMUNITY Study Targets Oilseeds. The conclusions of a 
study, "An Examination of Disharmonies Between USA and EC," financed by the 
European Community (EC) Commission, are influenced by the notion that many of 
the problems in the EC feed and livestock sectors are the result of lack of 
protection against imports of oilseeds and non-grain feed ingredients. One 
option outlined in the study would assess duties on imports of oilseeds and 


products; one chapter of the study explores the possibilities for compensating 
the United States for such a move. 


DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


USSR'S Meat, Milk and Egg Output UP for the First Half of 1988. In 
the USSR, meat production on state and collective farms was up 4 percent 
during the first 6 months of 1988, according to a report from the U.S. 
agricultural counselor in Moscow. Output of milk and eggs were each up 5 
percent. On July 1, state and collective farms were reported to be holding 
97.6 million head of cattle, of which 28.9 million were cows. Compared to 
July 1, 1987 cattle numbers and cow numbers were down 2 and 1 percent, 

Pett pee Ae Hog numbers were reported at 58.4 million, 1 million head below 
1987. Holdings of sheep and goats and of poultry were up slightly.

MEXICO'S Broiler Output Expected To Decline in 1988. In Mexico, 
continued deterioration of consumer purchasing power plus some increase in 
imports are expected to cause a decline in domestic broiler output according 
to a report from the U.S. agricultural counselor in Mexico City. Current 
forecasts indicate 1988 broiler output will total 335,000 tons, sharply below

COFFEE 


GUATEMALAN Coffee Outturn Revised Upward. Coffee production in 
Guatemala for the 1988/89 season has been revised to 2.7 million 60-kilo bags, 
up 4 percent from the June forecast, according to the U.S. agricultural 
attache in Guatemala City. Good rains beginning in the second week of June 
improved coffee prospects. The rains followed an extended dry spell which 
coffee trees weathered better than was expected. The 1987/88 crop was also 
revised upward to 2.8 million bags, up 150,000 bags from the previous estimate. 


KkKKKK 
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Coffee Production Forecast in BURUNDI Lowered. Coffee outturn in 
Burundi is now forecast at 500,000 60-kilogram bags, down 100,000 bags from 
the first forecast in June, according to the U.S. embassy in Bujumbura. The 
1987/88 coffee production estimate was also revised downward by 100,000 bags 
to 600,000. Current government plans are to provide growers with 30 million 
Arabica trees in 1988 with the goal of an 825,000-bag annual output by 1992.
